consequence the vegetable growth 
comprises nearly everything known 
to botany. At the lower elevationa 
giant cacti, (lalms, and even the 
wild lemon grow In profusion. At 
the top nothing can be found but 
snow plants and lichens. Id the 
summer the snow plants disappear, 
and the lichens have a struggle for 
existence in the barren soil and 
rocks. 

Sabine canyon Is about twelve 
miles long, and has a general direc- 
tion from northwest to southeast, 
but twists and spreads out among 
the hills, so at certain places it 
seems to go in every direction. In 
one place the canyon is three miles 
wide, and at another not more than 
one thousand feet. 

T.rf^aving Tucson the road to Aguas 
Calicntes is followed for twenty 
miles and is as smooth as a floor. 
But at a certain point, marked by a 
peculiarly shaped cactus, this road 
must be left and a poorly defined 
trail followed over the desert. At 
places this can hardly be discerned 
on the sand and rocks, and when the 
foothills are reached nothing can 
be seen of it. Hilla of sand and 
gravel stretch on every side, and 
even in the winter months the beat 
is unbearable. Travel is slow, and 
after leaving the mod it takes at 
least three hours to reach the place 
called the canyon's mouth, which 
looks like a collection of peculiarly 
shaped mountains. 

To reach this spot U a good day's 
journey from Tucaon, and man and 
horse will be glad to real for tha 
night. 

It la best to atart early the next 
morning and travel up the canyon be- 
fore it gets hot and then rest again 
until the cool of the afternoon. • 
Within a mile from the canyon 
entrance the wonders of the place 
become visible. Rocks of peculiar 
shape rise hundreds of feet into the 
air like church steeples. A group 
of three of these are at least one 
thousand feet from the wall of the 
canyon, and the tallest is nearly 
seven hundred feet high. They oome 
to the ground abruptly, and do not 
cover a space of aeventy-flve feet 
square. So thin are they from tbs 
base to peak that they look as if a 
breath would shatter them. 

The floor of the canyon is com- 
posed of large rocka and bowlders, 
with patches of sand here and there. 
Id between these rocks are pools of 
water of great depth and as clear as 
crystal. Some of these pools ara

GOLD Mir.MNa IN QEORQIA. 

Tons of Proclout Oro Said to Bo 
Avsilsblo. 

Some time ago a prominent geolo- 
gist on beiiTg approached on the sub- 
ject spuko ol the poskibiUties of the 
prodpctlon ^ of Georgia gold very 
highly, says the New York Journal. 

"The gold in Georgia," said he, 
"Is In a p»'rfeetly neeessihle region, 
which makes It twice as valuable os 
gold that might be taken out of Cal- 
Itnriila or the Black Hills. Amine 
of caormuqs riclmcss is of little 
value if it is in an im|>enptrable 
region. The gold country „of 
Gcowln is in n perfect net- work of 
railwys, and the metal can be 
found very near the surface, thus 
making it easily reached by the 
miner. The water courses that 
pour down the hills give the best 
posidble power, labor is cheap and 
easily procurable, and it Is neces- 
sary, to transport the ore but a 
short distince." 

It has been estimated that the 
gold belt of Georgia Is about one 
hundred miles in breath. The rich- 
est sections of this belt have been 
found to be fn the counties of Chero- 
kee, Lumpkin, White and Dawson. 

A well-known mining specialist. 
In talking of late discoveries, re- 
cently said: "It seems to be decid- 

edly In the range of probabilities 
that tons of tho proclous ore can be 
taken out of the existing mines or 
newly opened veins. If the proper 
roacKinery U used and the shafts are 
sunk deep enough. It Is a question 
of International Importance where 
we may replenish the fast-decreas- 
ing tupply of the precdous metal 
when the mtoes now being worked 
tail. ' I do not think that govern- 
ntent aid would be misplaced In 
opening up these valuable landa, 
bat whether or not any action Is 
taken by our government, tbs 
Osorgla hills cannot long renmla 
uadfveloped.”

$3,500, without sufficient assets to 
meet (hem. Mr. Peter C. Brashear, 
of Owensboro, formerly connected 
with the First National Bank of that 
city, is President and chief stock 
holder ot the concern. The capital 
stock is $10,000, consisting ol ico 
shares valued at $ioo per share.
